DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 25-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
"Plasmapheresis System" IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin volume 17, issue 2, pages 
404-405. This reference discloses a method for separating a composite fluid (whole 
blood) into two components (plasma and red blood cells) comprising providing a rotor 
(3), having a composite fluid containment area (at center in Fig. 2), a fluid inlet channel 
(the channel with the words "WHOLE BLOOD") in Fig. 2; a peripheral separation 
channel (see Figs. 1 and 2); and first and second separate fluid outlets (see arrows in 
Fig. 2 labeled with the terms "PLASMA", and "RBC"). As seen in Fig. 2, the inlet channel 
is in fluid communication with said fluid containment area and the peripheral channel is 
in fluid communication with said first inlet channel and first and second outlet channels. 
The outlet channels would be capable of being placed in communication with 
containers. The composite fluid (whole blood) is delivered to the composite fluid 
containment area of said rotor and the rotor is rotated to separate the fluid into its 
component parts (see page 1, lines 11-33).
